They were brought into our hospitals and 
cared for as tenderly as if they had been 
our own people. The women were wounded 
accidentally and everybody regretted it.

child being harmed. 

“As regards the burning of native huts 
the reports are greatly exaggerated. No 
house Was ever burned except when the 
natives used their huts to fire on our men 
from ambush. In that case we found it 
necessary to set fire to the houses in order 
to dislodge the enemy.”’
